At Delhi, in Delaware county, on the fourth Monday in
March, and first Monday in October.

At Dubnque, in Dubuque county, on the first Monday
in February, first Monday in June, and second Monday
in November.

At Grundy Center, Grundy county, on the third Mon-
day in March, and second Monday in September.
